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UNLI  STED  GREEK  TOKENS

7 Tsamadou  str. 

Piraeus,  Greece 

Recently  there  has  appeared  in  the  hands  of  collectors  some  coins 
(tokens)  that  were  issued  by  the  Lavrion  Mines  Co.  The  appearance 
of  these  coins  kindled  my  interest  causing  me  to  do  some  research 
into  issues  of  this  type,  the  results  of  which  I published  in  a 
Greek  numismatic  paper  for  the  benefit  of  all  Greek  collectors. 

My  research,  along  with  discussions  with  several  collectors,  found 
that  these  coins  were  first  struck  between  1890  and  1915  by  several 
companies  in  order  to  facilitate  transactions  between  the  company 
and  its  personnel.  One  probable  use  is  that  they  were  used  as  a 
kind  of  domestic  loan. 

The  issue  of  this  kind  of  money  appeared  even  earlier  in  many  other 
countries  and  they  were  called  tokens,  many  of  which  are  rare  and 
difficult  to  locate. 

My  research  uncovered  the  following  known  Greek  tokens: 


Lavrion  Mines  Co.  --  5,  10,  20,  50  Lepta  and  1 Dracma. 
All  coins  are  struck  in  bronze  and  have  the  same  designs. 


Horse  Train  of  Samos  Island 
Hadjikakis. 

Three  denominations  -- 
10,  20  and  40  Lepta. 
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All  struck  in  copper-nickel 
and  have  the  same  designs. 


French  company  of  marbles  de 
Paros  Island  (Compagnie 
Hellenigue  des  marbles  de 
Paros).  Legends  in  French. 

Two  denominations: 

5 Lepta  - Bronze 
25  Lepta  - Copper-Nickel 

Both  denominations  are 
struck  in  the  same  design.

There  may  be  some  more  of  these  Greek  tokens  not  uncovered  in  my  re- 
search and  I would  appreciate  any  fellow  NI  member  knowing  of  others 
to  kindly  send  me  a report  of  them. 


MOROCCAN  DENOMINATIONS 


by  Patrick  D.  Hogan 

In  the  NI  BULLETIN  of  March  1971  I reported  that  the  Reform  of  the 
currency  of  Morocco  by  Maulay  al-Hasan  in  l88l  instituted  a system 
which  consisted  of  silver  coins  which  were  to  be  called:  gersh,  or 

bilyun  (l/20  riyal),  hasani  or  dirhem  hasani  (l/lO  riyal),  quarter 
riyal,  half  riyal  and  riyal.  The  riyal  was  equal  to  five  francs. 

The  information  was  gleaned  from  the  "Encyclopedia  of  Islam",  New 
Ed.  The  Moroccan  coins  are  inscribed  with  such  fancy  calligraphy 
that  I did  not  attempt  to  read  the  legends  on  these  coins.  I made 
the  mistake  of  stating  that  the  coins  did  not  have  denominations 
inscribed  on  them.  This  is  incorrect,  all  the  coins  have  denomin- 
ations. 

Apparently  the  hasani -riyal  system  was  merely  a legal  reform.  All 
denominations  as  given  in  R.  S.  Yeoman's  "Modem  World  Coins"  are 
correct.  The  first  two  series  of  silver  coins,  YU-8  and  Y9-15,  have 
their  values  expressed  in  dirhems,  and  the  third  series,  Y18-22,  are 
inscribed  with  values  in  riyals.  Apparently  the  dirhem  system  re- 
mained in  effect  side-by-side  with  the  riyal  system,  with  10  dirhems 
being  equal  to  1 riyal.  In  fact,  the  later  series  of  silver  coins, 
Y23-25  and  Y30-33,  have  denominations  expressed  on  one  side  of  the 
coin  in  dirhems,  and  on  the  other  in  riyals. 

In  the  near  future  the  NI  BULLETIN  will  present  a survey  of  denomin- 
ations as  inscribed  in  Arabic  script  on  boins  of  all  Islamic  states. 
Perhaps  this  information  will  be  useful  for  collectors. 
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A SINK  IMG  HUNG  HSIEN  COIN

In  1915  President  Yuan  Shih-k'ai  accepted  the  throne  of  China  after  a 
"popular"  request  that  he  do  so.  However,  his  monarchy  was  short- 
lived; an  Antimonarchist  Front  was  formed  in  the  provinces.  The  move- 
ment became  so  strong  that  Yuan,  who  had  styled  himself  the  Hung  Hsien 
emperor,  abdicated  on  March  22,  1916.  His  reign  as  emperor  covered 
just  100  days  (December  12  - March  22).  The  Republic  was  restored. 

He  retained  the  presidency  until  his  death,  which  followed  shortly 
after,  in  June  1916. 


Coins  of  the  short-lived  Restoration  are  scarce.  The  well-known 
issues  of  the  Hung  Hsien  period  are  the  Yuan  and  10  Yuan  (Y332-333) 
and  the  provincial  issues  of  Hunan  (Y^l).  There  are  also  some 
patterns  and  trial  pieces.

Recently  a ten-cash  coin  of  Kashghar  :_as  come  to  my  attention.  The 
coin,  reproduced  above,  is  similar  to  normal  copper  coins  of  Kashghar 
during  the  Republican  period,  only  the  Chinese  legend  in  the  center 
states  HUNG  HSIEN  T'UNG  PIEN  instead  of  CHUNG  HUA  MIN  KUO  (Copper 
coin  of  Hung  Hsien  rather  than  Chinese  Republic).  It  is  also  inter- 
esting to  note  that  this  coin  bears  the  date  133^  (133^-H  commenced 
on  November  9,  1915)  and  is  therefore  the  only  Hung  Hsien  coin  to 
bear  a date  in  a continuous  calendar  (others  bear  the  date  "Year 
One"  of  the  proposed  new  dynasty). 
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NEWS  FROM  THAILAND

Thailand's  expected  5 baht  coin  to  replace  the  present  bank  note  is 
not  to  be  placed  in  circulation  until  July  1972.  The  initial  pro- 
duction will  be  50  million  with  about  100  million  to  be  produced. 

The  new  five-baht  coins  will  bear  his  Majesty  the  King's  portrait  on 
one  side  and  a Royal  Garuda  with  the  inscription  of  five  baht  on  the 
other.  All  lettering  will  be  in  Thai. 

The  Treasury  Department  will  mint  a 100  baht  coin  marking  his  Royal 
Highness  Prince  Va j iralongkom  attaining  maturity  on  July  28th  this 
year.  The  coin  will  be  minted  of  silver  but  at  present  production 
is  pending  final  approval  from  the  National  Executive  Council. 

No  new  word  on  the  9 million  one-baht  FAO  coins  expected  this  year, 
however  they  are  still  expected  by  May.  Was  by  the  new  mint  recently 
out  on  Padiphat  Road,  Saphan  Kwai,  Bangkok,  and  there  is  still  work 
going  on,  with  more  construction  under  way.  The  mint  will  purchase 
a three  million  baht  coin  stamper  of  600  ton  pressure  in  the  next 
fiscal  year. 

Thailand  can  expect  a full  year,  numismatically  speaking,  and  is 
well  worth  watching.
